ITIEETING OP MILL 


Cotton Manufacturers Discuss Textile 


Topic*. 


Crawford House' White Mountains, N. 


H., Sept. 80.—The papers presented last 
evening at the closing session of the New 
England Cotton Manufacturers' associa- 
tion were those of William C. levering 
of Taunt on on "Some Newly Discovered 
Advantages of the Round Bale;" Jarnea 
G. Hill, Lowell, on "The Relations Be- 
tween Steam and Water. Power," aaid 
John H- McGlbbonn, director of exhibits 
at the auditorium building, Chicago, on 
"American Textiles at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion of 1900.'/ 


Mr. Levering said that machinery has 


improved all the cotton manufacturing 
processes, but the cotton bale is as it was 
ft century ago. The improved form o-f 
bale, as he advocated, was bound up in 
the form of a cylinder, two feet in di- 
ameter ancl three feet in length, weigh- 
ing 2?0 pounds, which Is 35 pounds a cubic 
foot. .These bales can bfe packed to 
great advantage-In cars and steamers, 
an>d there is less danger from fire than 
from th-a Ordinary bale»: It Is an im- 
provement i!i manufacturing, as the cot- 
ton can be taft«jj directly froTft the bale 
to the picker, thus obviating the bale 
breaker; an£ by placing different rolls 
on the apron of the picker, a complete 
mixing of the various grades of cot-ton 
may be accomplished, which la only ap" 
proxMnately feasible" nnder present cfih- 
ditlons of oetton picking." . 


The paper was a very able on» and ex- 


cited great Interest. A large amount of 
cotton ts ntw.bttto&packed by Mr.'l*ov~ 
erlr<g*B method, and a- higher prlc"^ is 
secured on this account The paper was 
discusswl at length, and many question* 
were asked gf the speaker by Joseph M. 
Dunham of Holyoke and Lewis Simpson 
Of Montreal, 


Wtifer and Steam Power. 


Mr. Hill's paper in part was as fol- 


Jowa: "In general it may be said that 
any watar power furnished 
without 


charge-, except that of building the plant 
tend the expenses of maintaining the 
same, is cheaper than steam power, or 
finy other known power. Of course we 
know that whenever water power IB fur- 
nished by &. separate company distinct 
from the mills at a fixed or variable 
f^hargra, water poww may soon become 
bn expensive luxury; but lp order to de- 
termine at what point water power or 
eteam power ts fjie cheaper, we must 
turn to the tables for a comparison. 


"I assume th-3 average water and steam 


power plants will codt about $50 per horse 
powec each. Prom data, recently ob- 
tained and from careful estimates made 
of large water power mills like Lowell 
for instance, the cost of th-e two plants 
can bo readily proven. The sta.tcmpnt 
has been made that nteam power at tide 
water Is as cheap ns, or possibly cheaper 
than, water powor inland. Of course, If 
this be tru^, the advantages in freights 
and the nearer proximity to commercial 
centers are apparent; but I think that 
we can show that no steam power, no 
matter how cheap coal may bs, is as 
cheap aa water power without charges 
other thanthosa incidental to Its produc- 
tion, that is to soy without any fixed 
charg-es for the use of the water power."

BIG ENGINE AT WORK. 


The new engine in tho cotton mill, 


which has been undergoing tho "lim- 
bering up" process for several days, 
was Bet to work Thursday in earnest. 
The engine was built by the C. and G. 
Cooper company of Mt. Vernon. O., 
anil was set up by F. L. Monroe, who 
is still here adjusting and getting it 
into perfect running order. The engine 
as it now stands is a high pressure 
engine of 500 horse power, bnt it is 
built ,so that another cylinder can be 
added' if more power is ever needed, 
and when this is done it will be a 
cross compound condensing engine of 
1,000 
horse power. The t\y wheel is 17 


feet in diameter and weighs 35 tons, 
and ropo transmission is used. 
The 


machine is working nicely and is used 
in connection with a water wheel to 
furnish power for the mill. It is the 
largest single engine in these parts, 
but the company which built it makes 
much larger engines, some of them 
being 2,000 and 2,500 horse power.

They mado anything but a warlike ap- 


pt'iiraiico, theeo four old "lino officers" 
who But at a little table in tho snug corner 
of a oafe near the'Anuy building in White- 
hall street, comfortably sipping their tod- 
dy, smoking and talking over tbo old 
times, but every one of them hud emelled 
powder and heard the scream of shells, 
and they were living over again the days 
of their service in tho field through the 
talcs thut each one told. 


"You will find," said Captain Havelock, 


a white haired veteran, who hod served 
through tho war of the rebellion and 
nearly a score of the Indian campaigns fol- 
lowing it, "one eutry among those in the 
large army register which runs as follows: 
" 'Bailor, George. Born in Prnesia, ap- 


pointed from army .second lieutenant Fif- 
teenth infantry, S3d December, 1864; first 
lieutenant, 33d December, 1864. Trans- 
ferred to Twenty-fourth infantry Slst Sep- 
tember, 1803; captuin, 16th July, 1868. 
Transferred to Eleventh infantry 85th 
April, I860. Died 8th June, 1869.' 
"It ia like many another entry in that 


register, whioli «mlu-i*ces the names of all 
ofiicers who have ever held regular com- 
missions. And you may wonder how it is 
tbat I remember it all GO distinctly. I 
will tell you." 


Here the old soldier paused, blew a cloud, 


of smoke from, his cigar toward the ceil- 
ing, looked around the table at the other 
old veterans who had just listened to » 
Btory from Lieutenant 
of the kill- 


ing of "Black BUI" Biokerateth, a Texan 
desperado, and then went on. 
" 'Died 8th Juno, 1869,' m the register 


says, hut this may or may not be correct. 
No one so far aa I know Is alive now to 
tell just where George Haller did die. I 
myself fixed the data in the register from 
the best evidence I could < collect, but that 
13 all. I do know this, however, that after 
serving a 'gallant and meritorious' four 
years, risingfrojntbe ranks toacaptalncy, 
George Huller, 'one of the bravest, truest 
men that ever't^nghfe under the flag, was 
dragged to deathVttt the heels of horses by 
fiends In nutuftt^ guise. ' The mystery of 
bis death was never wholly laid bare, bnt 
parts of if were disclosed, and his whitened 
bones wero' brought to my quarters in a 
gunny sack. -BuVlxird bless me, I am 
pulling the trigger ahead of time. I have 
never told;" the story before, and the cir- 
cumstances are known to fow besides my- 
self. 


"Lito Lieutenant — •••••, Zwas one of 


the unfortunate devils exiled to Texas 
shortly after tho close of tho war and was 
sent with my company—I was « captain, 
then, just prom'oted—to the capital, Aus- 
tin. 
Wo were cumped in tents on a bluff 


outside the' town, overlooking the Colo- 
rado river, and hod a large post—that is, 
our force consisted of half a dozen troops 
of cavalry and eight companies of infantry, 
the idea being tbat iu case of trouble in 
the surrounding country we could send 
out detachments sufficiently large to put 
a stop to It. There was trouble enough, 
the Lord knows—horse stealing,- cattle 
stampeding, plundcrlngs, murders and 
what not. So that we had our hands full 
most of the time, 
' "About a Tnorith after we had estab- 
lished our garrison—that is, about the 
middle of May, 1800, one day there limped 
into camp a diptrcssed looking negro, with 
blistered feet and a haunted expression of 
faco tbat was pitiable. 
" 'Fo' do good Lo'd's sake.' he pleaded 


with our commander; "sen eVry "tJnion 
~innn yd' alls got hyar np to Cainer'n. Gus 
Lightfoot nn his'n is tiono murtler'd ev'y 
niggi-r in Milnni county.1 


"Nat to tronlilo you with the varied de- 


tills of tho darky's story told in the pe- 
culiar dialect of tho race and plentifully 
interspersed with prayers and oaths' im- 
partially distributed, we learned from him 
thnt Gus Liglitioot, n daring young des- 
perado, who had for sonio time terrorized 
Mllaua county just as the lieutenant's 
friend Bickersteth did McClcnmnn, had 
only the Sunday previous perpetrated a pe- 
culiarly atrocious crimo and had conduct- 
ed » wholesale butchery of defenseless ne- 
groes at Cameron aldwl by a dozen choice 
spirits, which ho hod gathered about him. 


"This butchery, according to our gable 


friend, had taken place while tho little 
Methodist church in tho village-was crowd- 
ed with blacks who hnd gathered to attend 
tho funeral of one of thrir number. Light- 
foot had arranged his plans systematically, 
for while the services were. In progrcps ono 
nf his gang hnd fastened the church door 
lo prevent exih, and the others hnd taken 
up positions at the windows, thus com- 
manding the interior. 


"On a signal tho entire band began 


emptying their revolvers into the terror- 
stricken mourners, causing an indescrib- 
able same-. Some 20, tho courier said, bad 
boon shot to death, men and women, and 
its many more wounded. Ho himself had 
escaped from the church, leaving his wife's 
dead body lying there, where It might be 
yet for all he knew. He had walked day 
anil night until ho hnd reached Austin, 
where ho had heard there ware soldiers, 
and that was all except that he assured up 
that all tho bUcks in the country vraulfl 
need burying If we did not hurry men to 
tho scene. 


"While the story impmwed ns we could

Black Currant Lozenges 


Many housekeepers will havQ made 


their jams and jellies by now, but still 
it will not be too late to make a few 
lozenges for the children to give them 
in the winter nights before going to bed. 
These lozenges will not only do their 
colds good, but please them. 


Those who have robbed the sirup fronl 


the jam for their jelly may -use^some of 
that, but those who have'-not made ielly 
may take some of the juice or sirup 
from the jam. The currants can be re- 
served for currant tea for the invalids, 
so nothing is wasted. 


Mix half a pound of sugar with one- 


third of a pjn.t.vof black currant juice, 
dissolve an ounce'of gelatin1 snd'sim-> 


Few people realize what valuable dis- 


infectants soaps are. Soaps are very 
effective against the cholera microbe. A 
solution containing one one-hundredth 
suffices to destroy these micro otfgan- 
Isma in a very short time, and even 0.5 
ppr cent of potash soap destroys cholera 
germs in five minutes. 


Aa we wash our hands with soap with 


solutions of at least 5 per cent and 
which in some rases reach 45 per cent, 
we can admit that this simple precau- 
tion is of the greatest efficacy. Likewise, 
in the case of^ clothes and linen, a sim- 
ple dipping into suds, so to speak, suf- 
fices to disinfect them. 


> In the case'of the typhoid bacillus, the 
co'li, bacillqs and others soap acts only 
'in a solution of at least one-tenth. For 
this kind of sickness, then, a greater 
amount of soap must be employed. On 
the other hand, soap seems to have lit- 
tle influence on pus microbes. Almond 
soap always proved best during the ex- 
tperiments, which can be explained by

Tfic Care of 


In all homos where lamps are used— 


and what ^prettier or more effective 
form of lighting is possible when artis- 


cally arranged shades are indulged in? 
the housewife should without doubt 


undertake the care of them herself. 


To get a veil lighted lamp the first 


thing is a free flow of oil. The wick 
therefore should be held in front of a 
fire and carefully dried before using. 
By this means it will thoroughly ab- 
sorb the oil, and the flow is not im- 
peded. 


Another way Is to soak the wick In 


vinegar and then dry it well. This pre- 
vents smoking. Foul wicks should bo 
washed or boiled in soft water, then 
rinsed and thoroughly dried. 


Again, the reservoir of the 
lamp 


should always be kept filled, for if the 
oil is low the flow la imperfect and the 
wick becomes charred. So soon as the 
burners get black 
and 
sticky they 


should be boiled in vinegar to which 
has been added a tablespoonful of salt. 
Then they will come out nearly as fresh 
as new. Lamp chimneys must never be 
washed, but rubbed clean with a cloth 
damped with alcohol. 


Keep tbe Windows Open. 


Life runs In circles. Good blood makes 


good nerves, good nerves insure diges- 
tion, arid good digestion makes good 
blood. But to keep the blood good there 
must be good air. From birth to death 
we must breathe every moment, sleep- 
ing and waking, night and day. Not on- 
ly do we need air, but good air, and that 
every instant of our lives. Bad air is 
malaria. Bad air causes blood poison- 
ing, and air once breathed is bad air. 
It is not only deprived of a part of its 
oxygen and pcihaps more subtle ele- 
ments of life, but it is loaded with an 
excess of carbonic acid, and also with 
animal impurities—the foul waste mat- 
ter of those who have breathed it. 


There Is no worse poison than th« 


crowd poison. Therefore every room in 
which people live should have constant 
ventilation. The room npeds air as well 
as the people who live in it. Don't sleep 
in n close, musty, smothering bedroom. 
Open the window and allow It to re- 
main open at least an Inch night and 
day. If cold, put on an extra blanket. 
No one is less liable to catch cold than 
tho person who sleeps in an airy bed- 
room,

When to Eat Fruit. 


Fruit should be taken on an empty 


stomach or simply with bread. In the 
morning, before the fast of the night 
has been broken, it is not only exceed- 
Ingly refreshing, but serves as a natu- 
ral stimulus to the digestive organs.

bananas the first thing on sitting down 
to breakfast, or a flne ripe apple, rlrh 
and juicy, enten in the samo way? In 
our climate fruit, and especially apples, 
should constitute not the finishing, but 
the beginning, of the meal, particularly 
the breakfast. 


how to Use 


Canned Provisions. 


Vegetables such as tomatoes are 


very useful in making soups. A small 
tin of peas will be found useful in or- 
namenting a leg of mutton. When tha 
carrots and turnips are cooked suffi- 
ciently, <-ut the latter in halves, slight- 


I ly hollow out the center of each of 
these and fill the cavity of some with 
chopped carrot and of others with peas. 
The appearance, owing to contrast of 
color, is very appetizing. 


Tinned asparagus must be made quite 


hot and served on tua&t with freshly 
made white sauce or melted butter. 
Good tinned or bottled peas should be 
small and of a light green color. Hari- 
cots, verts or Fiench beans should be 
made quite hot and served with a lit- 
tle good white sauce. 


Macedoines are tins of mixed preserv- 


ed vegetables, the chief ingredients be- 
ing green peas, chopped carrots and tur- 
nips. They make a pretty dish at a fewr 
moments* notice, either by placmgthem, 
\vhen heated, in the center of a dish oS 
mutton cutlets or adding them to some 
clear soup or combining; them with soma 
cold potatoes to make a German salad. 


Mushrooms may be used tor making 


sauce or for serving with stewed steak. 
They may also be added to oysters and 
served together with the latter as oys- 
ter sauce. 


Of all the various kinds of tinned pro- 


visions probably none is so popular as 
tinned fruits. Peaches and apricots, 
which in their natural state are quite 
beyond the reach of modest purses, may 
be bought tinned for very much less 
money and are very delicious. 
They 


may be served in all sorts and condi- 
tions of ways, either natural, as frit- 
ters, combined with gelatin dissolved 
and warmed in the sirup, the whola 
forming a fruit compote, or in the shape 
of fruit Ices. 


A pleasing variety Is obtained for 


festive occasions by decorating such 
sweets and creams with angelica strips 
and preserved cherries, 


Pears are best served simply, though 


the sirup may be colored with cochineal 
and stiffened with a little gelatin, with 
which the pears may be coated. This 
dish should be ornamented with green, 
alternated with blanched, almonds cut 
in halves to contrast with the red 
Juice. 
Pineapple may be bought in 


chunks, the sirup stiffened with gela- 
tin, 
tho whole placed in a mold and 


5*1 irrounded with whfpppfl or<»nm when 
it is turned out. Thc&c hints will sug- 
gest many other dishes, all of which 
are inexpensive; and easily made. 


Borax on the Toilet Table. 


Borax is a thin? which should bo 


found on every woman's toilet table. It 
will soften water much better than am- 
monia and will make the skin soft and 
white. At the same time It must not 
be used in too inrgo a quantity, or it 
will tmvr A drying effect upon the skin. 
Glyncrin also mny be mixed with warm 
water to soften the skin. A little alco- 
hol may be used In tho rinsing water 
with good offect, but vinegar will an- 
s\\<-r iht: bumc purpose. 


Care of Gas Stoves. 


Gas stoves cook much better If the 


enameled part, while warm, ia wiped 
over with a damp cloth wrung out of 
hot sn.lt water each time after the stove 
has been uaed. If allowed to remain 
caked with grease and baked particles, 
the oven eventually lends a most un- 
pleasant taste to the tarts, meat, etc., 
cooked In it, and then the stove Is 
deemed an unsatisfactory investment 


Dressing For Linolenns. 


Boiled oil and vinegar mixed In equal 


quantities is a capital dressing, for lino. 
Icums, It should be rubbed in with «, 
flannel and then polished with a dry. 
soft duster. 
The linoleum should ho 


thoroughly cleaned and allowed to dry 
before applying tho oil. Otherwise it

Central>Labor Union fakes 


Action On Question of 


Meat Trust. 


COMMITTEE WILL SEE DEALERS 


To Learn Reasons For Remarkable 


Increase of Prices. 
Butchers 


Organization Also Meets And 


Discusses Opposition. 


The Central Labor union will Inves- 


tigate the reasons for the remarkable 
increase of prices of meat fn this city 
which has been made within the last 
few wccka. At the meeting of the 
union last evening the meat question 
was the one which occupied moat of 
the time, and thci e was some lively 
discussion over the matter. A com- 
mittee was finally appointed to go to 
all the meat dealers of the city, to 
learn from thorn the reasons for the 
increase. This committee will report 
at the next regular meting of 
the 


union, which will be held October 13. 


There was considerable indignation 


expressed that the meat dealers should 
attempt to create fictitious prices here. 
after the manner of a trust, and some 
of the members reported that they had 
communicated with other cities in the 
matter, and learned that prices else- 
where had not risen as they have here, 
and thai the upward movement was 
purely a local one. This statement will 
be used if the meat dealers claim as 
the only reason for the rise the fact 
that prices here have risen only in ac- 
cordance with the Increase in western 
prices. 


What action will be taken after the 


cammitte makes its report will depend 
entirely on the statements of the meat 
dealers and the action that may be 
taken by them. The Central Labor 
union, however, «n behalf of the labor- 
ing people of the city, who are most 
affedted by the increase, and reprf- 
sentingr the majority of the meat con-- 
sumera of the city, is In thorough earn- 
est in the matter and will In all prob- 
ability take 
measures 
to use the 


united strength of the workers against 
what seems to be an unfair increase in 
the prices of a necessity of life. 


Theiraeat dealers also 'held a meet- 


ing last evening to discuss the matter 
from their point of view, and consid- 
ered with some earnestness the rumors 
of opposition The organization did not 
Know at the time of the meeting of 
the action that the Central Labor union 
was taking. .The butchers' ^organiza^ 
tion is a secret- one. -ahdLUs iriembera 
would give outf nothing of Its action. 


The matter has excited great poptf-« 


lar Interest, and -tho .announcement 
in yesterday's issue that a new firm 
would in all probability start an oppo- 
sition shop was welcomed. Many com- 
ments were heard, and it is safe to say 
that the new firm will have more sup- 
por$ fron\ the beginning than often 
fails to the lot of a new enterprise. It 
is believed by some that the organi- 
zation will fight the new store by re- 
ducing the trust prices to meet any 
competition as long as It lasts.

Since according to recent 
estimates.by W. T. Hornaday of the 
New York Zoological society our bird 
life has decreased 46 per cent, during 
the past 15 years, and at the same rate 
when the next 15 years have .elapsed 
there, will be no birds In this country 
except the sparrows and warblers,'it 
is quite time to,inquire into the causes 
of this undesirable condition. 


There are many 
natural 
causes, 


such as the cutting of wild wood along 
country roads, the charring of for- 
ests the 
draining of swamps, the 


growth of thickly populated sections, 
electric wires and lights so misleading 
to migrating 
birds, 
tornadoes and 


blizzards, and the sportsman's sun; 
but thelr'wholesale slaughter"for mil- 
linery purposes, 
an 
agency wholly 


under woman's control, Is the most 
potent In their destruction, and es- 
pecially is this true of the most de- 
sirable species. 
When women once 


realize that the birds are nearly going 
and that the time may come when 
even the robin will be a rara avis, 
and the tanagers and bluebirds will 
be numbered with the giant auk and 
other extinct creatures, they will re- 
gret their past thoughtlessness, and if 
not too late, will enlist with the bird 
defenders. 


ITow many of our ladies have seen 


a scarlet tanager, or a, bluebird, or a 
waxwtnff this season? Yet they should 
bp si common as the goldfinches. To 
learn what Is likely to happen if this 
systematic -slaughter of the innocents 
doen not ceoae, will not the ladles of 
this city read Longfellow's "Birds of 
KHllngworth" the bent bird sermon 
in the language save perhaps Sena- 
tor Hoar's exquisite "Bird Petition?" 
If you will but give this matter a 
little1 thought, you will select for your 
new hats from the* milliners' tanta- 
lizing variety only the wings that are 
manufactured, only 
the 
birds that 


never snared, the cocks feathers, the 
Imitation 
aigrettes, and 
the ever 


lovely ostrich tips. 
If you do not 


purchase genuine birds and wlngu, 
and state your poattion clearly, you 
will add your mite to the defense of 
our "little brothers of the air." 
As 


soon as the bodies of real birds be- 
come unsalable they will not be pro- 
pared for market, and their slaughter 
will bpcome unprofitable. 
Stop the 


demand and the supply will cease.

Addition to Department Dis- 


cussed, and City Council 


May Act on State 
Law. 


DELAY IN 
FILLING VACANCY, 


Caused by Officer Canning's Resigna- 


tion, Brings Up Important Sub- 


ject. Civil Service Examini- 


tion Necessary Befora 


Appointment is Made. 


Mayor Cady will make no appoint- 


ment of an officer to the police foice 
to fill the vacancy caused bv the les- 
Iginatlon of Officer Canning: until a 
civil service examination has beev held. 
Theic arc now only two ceitified navies 
on the lists of the civil service boafd 
in this city, and the law states thai 
the appointment shall be made fiom 
three candidates who are certified to 
by the boaid. 
Another examination 


will therefore be culled, and the ap- 
pointment will probably be delayed 
softie time. 


Officer Canning's resignation has al- 


ready taken effect, and until the new 
man is appointed the department will 
be one man shoit of its already smalt 
force. This fact has called attentioh 
to the fact that this city has never 
taken action on the state law which 
peimlts u city to establish a reserve 
force, supplementing the regular force. 


The law provides that any city in 


the state outside of Boston, which 
has special rules, may adopt the 
pas- 


sage calling for a reserve force of five 
men for every city which has a regular 
force of 15 men, and a certain ratio o£ 
increase after that. The present regu- 
lar force In this city is 16, which would 
allow a reserve force of 
five 
This 


number would be chosen by civil 
ser- 


vice rules, In exactly the same way 
that regular officers are appointed, and 
would reinforce the department with 
men who are qualified to be put on as 
regulars when one is needed. 


The presence 
of 
a 
reserve force 


would do away with the delay in such 
a case as this, as the law provides that 
a vacancy in the ranjcs of the force 
shall be filled from the ranks of the 
reserves 
The mayor would simply 


appoint one 6f the reserves at once, 
and th,e only delay would be in ap- 
pointing another man to the reserves. 
This, however, would not handicap the 
department as 
the 
present method 


does. 


The reserve officers would be 
sub- 


ject to call for duty at any time when 
extra dfilcers are needed, as at fair 
time, or on special days when large 
crowds are expected in the city. Also

would cost the city nothing as the offi- 
cers on that force receive pay only for 
the time they are at work. But it 
would piovide the city with substi- 
tute officers, who would be gradually 
learning the duties of an officer, and 
who, when a vacancy occurred in the 
regular ranks, would be capable of 
doing good service at once. 


Action of the city council is neces- 


sary to provide for this addition to 
the department, by the adoption of the 
state law, and it is probable that the 
matter will be discussed, and that the 
subject will b& introduced at a council 
meeting soon.
